HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


PERU - 1953 


It is an exceptional pleasure to be your public health nurse 
once more. Since I have not been back in the district for long, 
my report of necessity, will be short. 


With the aid of the Mother’s Club and Dr Hughes we have 
examined the school children and have offered immunizations 
against, whooping cough, diphtheria, tetanus and smallpox. We 
have had two Child Health Conferences and the last will be 
held early in January. 


Early in the year your public health nurse will test all 
children’s hearing from the 4th grade and above. Home visits 
will be made to assist parents in securing the correction of 
those with defective hearing. 


The public health nurse continues to make visits to Com- 
municable Diseases cases and their contacts; and to children 
with crippling diseases. These visits are made to help interpret 
to the family: the doctor’s orders, to review clinic cases and 
to assist the family in following any recommendations made. 
She also visits infants and preschools to help mothers with 
diets, child training, and other problems of the young. She 
will demonstrate and teach any bedside care or treatment 
ordered by the family doctor. 


I wish to thank the Selectmen, the Town Clerk, Superintend- 
ent of Schools, teachers and the Mother’s Club for their con- 
tinued interest in the health of West Peru.

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AUDITOR'S REPORT 


FEBRUARY 2, 1952 TO FEBRUARY 1, 1953 
COMMENTS 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Peru has 
been completed for the municipal year ended February 1, 1953. 
The audit included an examination of the records maintained 
by the Assessors, Selectmen, Town Clerk, Tax Collector and 
Treasurer. 

The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions 
as well as an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The 
result of the year’s operations revealed that available funds 
exceeded expenditures by $429.40. Overdrafts were noted in 
various appropriation accounts, (Exhibit D). Overdraft and 
unexpended balances are summarized as follows:

The Department of Attorney General has advised that over- 
drafts are not permitted by statute except in certain instances 
where emergencies arise in highway activities and then only to 
the extent of 15% of the highway appropriation. 


AVAILABLE FUNDS AND EXPENDITURES 
An analysis of a comparative statement of available funds 
and expenditures disclosed that for the 1953 municipal year, 
available funds increased by $12,068.03, as compared with those 
of the preceding year. Expenditures for the same period in- 
creased by $18,655.46. The principal accounts reflecting the 
expenditure increase are summarized as follows:

Municipal Indebtedness 7,103.90 
State Tax (8,304.32) 
Other Accounts (net) 3,507.40

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The increase in expenditures was financed principally by 
revenue applicable to appropriation carrying balances. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 

From the examination of the departmental accounts it was 
determined that the net unexpended balances carried forward 
to the ensuing year totaled $983.09, (Exhibit D). 

At the year end the unappropriated surplus amounted to 
$4,954.06 or a decrease of $155.79 as compared with the pre- 
ceeding year. This change was occasioned principally by the 
transfer of $545.19 from surplus, less the excess of available 
funds over expenditures of $429.40. 


DEBT FUND 
The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a 
separate fund, reflects the outstanding West Peru school con- 
struction notes of the town totaling $46,800.00 which mature 
$6,000.00 annually. 


TRUST FUNDS 

From the examination of funds held in trust by the town, 
it was ascertained that fund principals totaling $3,844.94 and 
unexpended income of $63.94 were represented by time deposits 
of $3,335.88 in the Rumford Falls Trust Company and the 
Portland Savings Bank, and an amount of $573.00 due from 
the general fund. The amount due from the general fund 
represents the ministerial and school fund which was used 
by the town in prior years. Interest at 6% was appropriated and 
transferred to the school account in the current year. 


GENERAL 

From the examination of the town clerk’s records it was 
ascertained that authority was granted to transfer the excise 
tax monies to the miscellaneous account. Also, the establishment 
of a dry hydrant account by a surplus transfer of $395.19 was 
authorized by a vote of the townspeople. 

The schoolyard lot expenditure of $150.00 was financed by 
a transfer from unappropriated surplus authorized by the 
Selectmen. 

At a special Town meeting held November 3, 1951, it was 
voted, that the Town raise and appropriate an amount up to 
$51,926.00 to build the proposed addition to the West Peru 
School. Following is a summary of the transactions in connec- 
tion with this project:

The accounting system can be strengthened by the use of 
prenumbered triplicate receipts by the tax collector, also, 
vendors’ original invoices substantiating expenditures of town 
funds should be in the office of the selectmen. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Count of cash was made and records were checked to 
determine the accuracy of recording cash transacations. The 
system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Avail- 
able funds and expenditures were examined by methods and 
to the extent deemed necessary. Letters of verification were 
utilized to determine the correctness of notes payable, tax and 
tax lien accounts. Trust fund transactions were reviewed and 
the time deposits representing the investments of the funds 
were examined. Insurance and bond coverages were examined 
and listed. Excise tax collections were verified by examination 
of the copies of the receipts retained by the collector. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures were 
followed to the extent deemed necessary to develop these 
statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position of 
the town at February 1, 1953, and the result of its operations 
for the year then ended.

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REPAIRS AND EQUIPMENT 

We are closing the repairs and equipment account this year 
with an overdraft of $62.36. The money was expended for new 
desks, painting and tarring around the school building. 

This year we are aking for an increase of $1100 in this 
account. We are recommending that the School Building be 
painted, apply another coat of tar around the building, remove 
the fence in the yard and repair that portion of the fence 
along one side of the playground, repair the front walk, re- 
pair the roof, add coat rods in some classrooms, repair the en- 
trance way at the front door, and improve the stage in the 
assembly hall. 


BUDGET 

The budget for 1954 as prepared by the Superintending 
School Committee shows an increase of $4726.63 over the 1953 
budget. 

The major items of increase occur in the Common Schools 
and High School Tuition. The new salary schedule adopted by 
the last State of Maine Legislature which set up minimums 
for teachers in the State of Maine, takes effect next fall. The 
High School tuitions will increase again this year. 

Another major item is in the Repair and Equipment account 
which is explained in the previous section.

REPORT OF MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


To Whom it may Concern:- 

I entered the Peru school system as music supervisor in 
the fall of the year 1952 and was reelected for the school year 
1953-1954. The music program this year has and will follow 
along the same plan as stated last. The program includes the 
basic studies of tone matching, scale indication, ear training 
or songs for listening, notation at the proper grade levels, and 
pulse beat indications of 4/4, 3/4, 6/8 and 2/2 time signatures. 
Many rote songs are taught at the lower grade levels, while 
concentration of note reading and theory is introduced at 
grades five through the eighth. Some written work is required 
to insure understanding of notation. 

Every class this year has been voice tested and the students 
of all grades are placed in three choirs as choir one, two and 
three. Each class develops a chorus of three choirs and a reper- 
toire of songs. The general chorus is selected from choir one 
of grades 5th, 6th, 7th and 8th. This chorus meets every Thurs- 
day for a full period. 

Instrumental Program: Usually a music survey is first made 
to establish future talent for future band or orchestra. This 
year it was not necessary because the band is already set up 
to a practice schedule. The Band and Orchestra meet once 
a week- Thursday at ten o’clock p.m. Individual class lessons 
are given in the instrumental study of the trumpet, saxophone, 
drums, clarinet, trombone, violin, as well as classes of the 
banjo and Hawaiian and Spanish guitar, and the accordian. 

These classes meet each Thursday for one half hour each. 
The band and orchestra members participate in half hour les- 
sons of instruction as well as those who are just beginning in 
the instrumental field. The advanced members of the band and 
orchestral group will meet with a larger school union band 
which meets every Monday from 3:30-4:30 p.m. at the Dixfield 
Grammar School.

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PROGRESS REPORT ON MOUTH HEALTH PROJECT 
Peru - September, 1953 


To the Town of Peru: 

Another project in mouth health has recently been com- 
pleted for the children of Peru. This was financed by your 
appropriation and carried out by a dental hygienist from the 
Division of Dental Health with assistance from the Peru 
Mothers’ Club. 

As has been done in the past, sodium fluoride applications 
were offered to the pupils in the second, fifth, and eighth 
grades. These groups were selected because they contain the 
majority of children who are cutting new teeth and sodium 
fluoride applications are more effective when made upon 
newly erupted teeth. 

The sodium fluoride applications consisted of a thorough 
examination of the mouth and teeth made with mouth mirror 
and dental explorer; a professional cleaning and 4 applica- 
tions of the mild sodium fluoride solution spaced from 1 to 
7 days apart. At the time of the examination, individual in- 
structions in correct tooth-brushing was given and attention 
was called to any particular aspect of the patient’s mouth which 
appeared to need more complete care for better mouth health. 

Lessons concerning dental health were taught in the sub- 
primary and grades that did not receive the sodium fluoride 
applications. 

The sub-primary also received mouth examinations to 
arouse their interest and reports were sent home to the par- 
ents informing them of the condition of their child’s teeth. 

A total of 74 children were seen and examined. Of these 
49 children started the series of sodium fluoride applications 
with 48 completing the series. Of 74 children seen, 51 were 
considered to have clean mouths. However, 24 of the clean 
mouths were found in the sub-primary grade, showing that 
it is the older children who need better and more care. Upon 
inquiry 14 children said that they saw their dentist regularly, 
and 31 said they went, to the dentist occasionally. There were 
10 children with no decay present at the time of examination. 
These also were in the lower grades. Two children had all 
decay corrected, and four had all decay corrected in their 
permanent teeth. This indicates that there is still need for 
more dental care for the Peru children. 


As you well know, sodium fluoride applications are only 
part of the care needed. They neither prevent all decay nor 
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repair teeth that are already decayed. For that reason, home 
care, dental care, and well-balanced meals with minimum 
of sweets are also necessary for good mouth health. 

The Town of Peru is to be commended for their up-to- 
date progressive school. The modern trend is not to sell sweets 
in schools. Many towns are now replacing their “coke” ma- 
chines with apple dispensing machines. I am sure that the 
town of Peru, with the health of their children in mind, will 
give some serious thought to this idea. 

At this time I wish to thank all those who helped to make 
my work in Peru so enjoyable.

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COMMENTS 


Town of Peru 


February 2, 1953 to February 1, 1954 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Peru 
has been completed for the municipal year ended February 
1, 1954. The audit included an examination of the records 
maintained by the Assessors, Selectmen, Town Clerk, Tax 
Collector, and ‘Treasurer. 

The result of the audit indicates that the following sug- 
gestions appear worthy of consideration by the town 
officials: 

The Tax Collector should use prenumbered, tripli- 

cate receipts. 

Transfers between accounts should be by journal 

entry, rather than to clear through the ‘Treasurer's 

cash account. 

Monthly trial balances should be obtained from 

the Selectmen’s ledger. 

The examination consisted of a review of cash trans- 
actions, as well as an analysis of revenues and expenditures. 
The result of the year’s operations showed that available 
funds exceeded expenditures by $3,825.15. However, over- 
drafts were noted in various operating accounts totaling 
$3,809.35. Unexpended and overdraft balances are sum- 
marized as follows: 


Unexpended balances $7,634.50 
Overdratts 3,809.35 
Net unexpended balances $3,825.15 


The Department of Attorney General of the State of 
Maine has advised that overdrafts are not permitted by 
statute, except in certain instances where emergencies arise 
in highway activities, and then only to the extent of fifteen 
per cent of the highway appropriation. 
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An analysis of a comparative statement of revenues and 
expenditures disclosed that for the 1953 municipal year 
available funds increased by $6,980.96 as compared with the 
preceding year. Expenditures for the same period increased 
by $3,585.21, which were reflected principally by increased 
expenditures in the highways and education accounts. 

From the examination of departmental accounts it was 
determined that the net unexpended balances carried for- 
ward totaled $1,360.21, (Exhibit D). Trust fund income 
totaling $96.85 should be expended on the cemeteries in 
accordance with the terms of the trusts or credited to the 
appropriate trust fund accounts. 


At the year end the unappropriated surplus amounted 
to $6,702.90, or an increase of $1,748.84 as compared with 
the previous year. This increase was occasioned principally 
by the excess of available funds over expenditures of 
$3,825.15 less an adjustment of prior years taxes receivable 
totaling $430.05 and authorized transfers to operating ac- 
counts totaling $1,665.86. 


The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a 
separate fund, reflects the outstanding West Peru Gram- 
mar School construction notes of the ‘Town totaling $40,- 
800.00, which mature $6,000.00 annually. Detail is shown 
in Schedule A-6. 


From the examination of funds held in trust by the 
Town, it was ascertained that fund principals totaled 
$3,844.94, and unexpended income of $38.77, were repre- 
sented by the deposits of $3,310.71 in the Rumford Fall 
Trust Company and the Portland Savings Bank, and an 
amount of $573.00 due from the general fund. The amount 
due from the general fund represents the Ministerial and 
School Fund which was used by the Town in prior years. 

From the ‘Town Clerk’s records it was ascertained that 
authority was granted at the annual town meeting to trans- 
fer excise tax to the miscellaneous account and to transfer 
$1,490.17 from surplus to the Worthley Pond Road Account. 
It was also voted to transfer $906.53, the balance of the West 
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Peru Grammar School construction fund, to be used by the 
school committee to furnish the new school. 


Scope of Audit 


Count of cash was made and records were checked to 
determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. ‘The 
system of internal control was reviewed as it pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Available funds and expenditures were examined by meth- 
ods and to the extent deemed necessary. Letters of verifica- 
tion were used to determine the correctness of tax and tax 
lien accounts. Trust fund transactions were reviewed and the 
time deposits representing the investment of the funds were 
examined. Insurance and bond coverages were examined 
and listed. Excise tax collections were verified by examina- 
tion of the copies of the receipts retained by the Collector. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial status of the Town. Audit pro- 
cedures were followed to the extent deemed necessary to de- 
velop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position 
of the Town at February 1, 1954, and the result of its opera- 
tions for the year then ended.

REPORT OF THE MUSIC SUPERVISOR 
(For School Year 1954-1955) 


To Whom It May Concern:— 

This year the policy has been to promote a music pro- 
eram which shows an insight toward a general theoretical 
learning of music as well as the ability to sing, read or per- 
form music at various levels suitable to the respective grade. 

Much of this is done through incidental learning, al- 
though formal music study has been introduced into the 
program previously in the last two years. General song an- 
alysis is carried through as part of the incidental training 
along with the regular class lesson at the proper grade levels. 
Vocal Program:— 

Each class has been voice tested and the students of the 
respective grades are placed in three choirs—as choir one, 
two and three. These classes have a developing repertoire 
of songs suitable for their grade level. A general chorus 
has been selected mostly from choir one from the 5th, 6th, 
7th and 8th grades. This chorus meets every Thursday for 
one period. Alternation of the 5th and 6th grade group 
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with the 7th and 8th grade is planned at various times, al- 
lowing a smaller group to participate in a better learning 
situation. 

Instrumental Program:— 

The instrumental program started with a survey of 
music interest in each grade. ‘There then developed instru- 
mental classes in the study of the trumpet, the saxophone 
and clarinet, the violin, the drums, and a class in guitar, 
banjo and other strings. It was found, however, that class 
time could not include all instruments without alternation. 
This will be arranged when necessary, to include new stu- 
dents as well. From the class lesson program there has de- 
veloped the West Peru School Band and Orchestra which 
has been formed and includes a performing group of major- 
ettes. The leading majorettes are placed in full control of 
the marching band. 

Instrumental classes meet each Thursday morning for 
one half hour each. The first hour allows time for full 
band, orchestra and majorette practice. Members of this 
group are invited to attend the larger school union band 
practice which meets every Monday from 3:30 - 4:30 P.M. at 
the Dixfield grammar school. 

The band will have opportunity to perform this spring 
term at the West Peru School as well as an invitation to in- 
clude performance in the school union band for the Memor- 
ial Day Parade. 

I wish to thank the superintendent, teachers, parents 
and others who are helping to promote a successful music 
program in the schools.

Almost every individual and every civic group is in- 
terested in health, either from a personal or a community 
standpoint, and the success of a public health nursing pro- 
gram depends upon this interest. 

Child Health Conterences are held yearly, at which 
time the infant and pre-school children are examined by a 
physician and offered immunization against whooping 
cough, diphtheria, tetanus and small pox. The school chil- 
dren were examined by the school physician, and immun- 
izations were offered to those who needed them. The pub- 
lic health nurse assists the physician in these activities with 
the help of a fine group of volunteer workers. 

Many people have been referred by their family physi- 
clans to various clinics. One of the services the public 
health nurse gives, is to visit these patients and help them 
plan for attending, and following the recommendations 
made at clinic. Others have been referred for the conserva- 
tion of eye sight and the opthalmologist’s recommendations 
have been followed. Home visits were also made for health 
supervision of infants, children and adults. 

The public health nurse wishes to thank all the people 
in the community who have so willingly helped her in the 
various public health activities, and all other members who 
have shown an interest in our public health nursing pro- 
gram.
